Breaks Three Records With 
Studebaker Commander 

Tradition has It that "the news¬ 
paper reporter gets there first." Now 
newspaper history has recorded an in¬ 
stance where a representative of the 
press "made a story to ( order for hi* 
paper. 

The “story was developed on April 
4 in Australia, when Norman Smith, 
motor editor of The 8ydney Sundsy 
Times, shattered art Australian west 
to east transcontinental records driv¬ 
ing s strictly stock model Studs bake* 
Commander roadster 

Smith drove the Commander from 
Fremantle to Brisbane 3.711 miles 
scroM Australia. In 147 hour* and 32 
minutes He not only broke three 
previous Australian records in the 


durance records for automobiles re¬ 
gardless of power or price The trans¬ 
continental record was-made in spite 
of losing approximately 36 hours due 
to rain and impassable road*. 

The run started from Fremantle. 
West Australia and extended eastward 
along the coast to Adelaide South 
Australia; south to Melbourne Vlc- 


coast through Sydney to Brisbane 
The first mark fell at Adelaide, when j 
Smith and the Studebaker Commander 
covered the 1 850 miles between Fre¬ 
mantle and Adelaide in 64 hours apd ,

They put up at the Astor House, a 
hotel that impressed tbe English ladles 
by Its huge size. They felt like call- I 
lng It Astor Town. Nearly all the , 
servants in the hotel were Irish. Xtxe 
men be a rded like ths pard, “so bo- 
bearded. ImperiaHed and. In many in¬ 
stances. mustachioed, too. that Paddy 
seemed quite transmogrified into 'a 
whiskered Pandoor or u fierce Hussar.’ ” 
Until they heard their brogue, tbe 
visitor* took them to be Prcnchmen or 
Germans. After u visit to Niagara Falls 
and a journey in a spnnglesa wagon 
through the forest primeval to the 
castle of their relative. Col. Thomas 
Talbot of Port Talbot, they returned 
to New York at the end of June to 
swelter in a terrific hot spetL New 
York struck them os being not only 
hot. but tumultuous, especially on 
July the Fourth.

comprise Some of the colorful chapters in the 
eventful life of the Rev. George C. F. Pringle 
of the United Church Marine Mission. 

The quiet, sheltered life of the ordinary 
minister has never been his. His duties have 
beckoned him to the goldfields, the logging 
camps—the lonely settlements of the backwoods- 
where the arrival of a stranger is an event— 
to the battlefields and hospitals of France , and 
now. when he might justly seek the seclusion 
of a cosy parsonage with city comforts, a gaso¬ 
line launch i* his home and an' open space or 
an old log building anywhere along that part 
of the lonely coast which few people visit is his 
church. — * 

His tiny launch is aptly named The Sky 
Pilot. In it the Rev. Mr. Pringle travels from 
one settlement to another. And the way is not 
always smooth. 1 hrough the Winter months, 
with their short, dark days, their storms of 
wmd and snow, trxvefmg arhid confusing fogs, 
tumultuous, eddying tidal rapids and dangerous 
reefs, fills Mr. Pringle's memory with a wealth 
of thrilling detail and plenty of vivid color. 

It might well be imagined that ten years* 
work in the Klondike in the gold-fever days 
contained experiences enough for one man. but. 
n\ visiting the tiny, isolated settlements of the 
coast of the Dominion s most westemly Province 
in a small gasoline launch, experiences more 
thrilling than any others have been encountered. 
Preaching in a settlement where a missionary’s 
visit is as important as the visit of a distinguished 
personage to a large community, helping ■* in 
various ways to make life a little easier for 
the hardy pioneers of a new land where neigh¬ 
bors are miles apart and doctors and nurses 
are practically unknown, preaching the word 
of Gpd to these poorly educated people, tell¬ 
ing them of the things that are happening in 
the great world outside, performing marriage 
ceremonies, burying the dead and settling family 
entanglements all form part of Mr. Pringle's 
daily duties, and while at times they are a bit 
hard and trying, still this man who is so well 
known and loved among the west coast settlers 
loves his work and is as strong as ever in ad¬ 
vancing the cause of those whom he calls “my 
people.’’ l*hese are the interesting experience** 
but before they can he reached the thrilling ones 
must he gone through. 

Many .Whe has bucked strong sou-easters 
in Malaspina Straits with a "hesitating" engine 
and a damaged shah, the waves going clear 
over the boat every time. He has tried to find 
his way into Secret Cove in a pitch daik night 
without a light to be seen anywhere and a storm 
rapidly arising. He has had to walk loose 
booms of floating, snow-covered logs in ordinary 
shoes. These experiences, however, have given 
Mr. Pringle a knowledge of west coast con¬ 
ditions that no book could ever have given him. 

Mr. Pringle was in Victoria recently and. 
caught in a reminiscent mood, was persuaded 
to tell something of his adventures in the North 
and on his little mission ship among the settlers 
of the west coast of the Province.

A BAD DAY 

So. one day in the Winter of 1905. he 
promised to attend one of these enter¬ 
tainments and trees at Sulphur Creek.

At noon on the day of which 
he was to be at Sulphur, one of the worst days 
that- Mr. Pringle had ever known in the North 
was experienced, with the thermometer register¬ 
ing sixty-five below zero and a dense fog forro-

the Cold Run Valley for Sulphur Creek. But 
he had given his word, .and he was determined 
to be at Sulphur that evening. 

"It- sounds boastful and foolhardy to say 
that I was going no matter what ihe elements 
were. I know." said Mr. Pringle in recounting 
this experience, “but, as a matter of fact, it 
was neither. I realized perfectly what I was 
facing and I know that, barrmg bad accidents, 

1 could keep my promise. I had fifteen miles 
in all. to go. and only one mileofit difficult 
traveling through deep snow on the low summit. 
True. It was extremely cold, but I was suitably 
clothed and thought I knew how to take care 
of myself after six years constantly on the trail." 

"So I set out and made fast lime until I 
struck the drifts on the summit. The short 
spell of gloom we called day had ended and 
it was rapidly growing dark. Before I got 
over that mile there would be no light and that 
unpleasant white fog. I know, would be blind¬ 
ing to my eyes. Laboriously but confidently, 
I kept on through the darkness, until, after 
three hours. I found myself at the foot of a 
grade which l had thought was the slope down 
into Sulphur Valley. I soon found my mis¬ 
take. I roust have been in some large, cup¬ 
shaped depression, the bottom of which was 
strewn with a fearsome.tangle of fallen trees. 

1 "For two testing hours I fought my way 
through that piled-up brush and snow. When 
I got clear 1 found myself on an upgrade. 

"It was a long climb out of that hateful 
valley, and I knew then that I was lost. ! had 
ill hopes of reaching Sulphur in time 


to hew for themselves a home from the colossal 
jungle of a British Columbia forest seems littje 
short of heroic. 


I he physical strain is enormous and con¬ 
tinuous. It takes a lifetime to get a poor score 
of acres cleared, and in all those years these 
pioneers are far away from the companionship 
of all but very few people, and they lack 
many of the common helps, comforts and 
pleasures of life! Fheir families are reared 
usually without a doctor or nurse within reach 
in case of emergency.

“My own visits to these isolated people." 
continued Mr. Pnngle. "must needs be months 
apart, for I have about 500 miles of coastline 
to patrol and over sixty points of call.

Im¬ 
mediately Dr. Roeenbach offered it to 
the British Museum at the price which 
he had paid, minus any commission 
for hlm#elf. . 

Howerer, the,fate of the manuscript 
still hangs in the balance. No one yet 
knows whether it will go to the Mu¬ 
seum or to Its new Wonderland in 
America. No private interests have yet 
come forward with the necessary 
amount to retain it In the land where, 
sixty-four yean ago. it was written to 
please s little girl named Alice. Ac~ 
cording to 8lr Frederick Kenyon, direc¬ 
tor of the Museum, it is absolutely 
impossible for the trustees to buy it 
out of their own resources. All that 
the Museum can do. he has told The 
Boston Transcript's London correspon¬ 
dent. is to contribute to any public 
fund which may be started. In the 
meantime. Dr. Rosenbach has gone for 
a short trip to the Continent, and does 
not expect an answer to his offer be¬ 
fore his return, which should be aoon 
Before he went he offered to contrib¬ 
ute a substantial sum himself tf a sub¬ 
scription fund Is begun to keep the 
Lewis Carroll manuscript in England. 
Even with the treasured manuscript in 
his possession. Dr. Rosenbach does not 
want to take it to the United States 
He sold so after interviewing the Brit; 
lah Museum authorities to inquire into 
the possibility of its remaining in 
England. 

"X am even prepared to give a sub¬ 
stantial sum myself toward the pur¬ 
chase price.** he told the London press, 
"because I recognize that ‘Alice in*

It Is to be doubted if there ever was 
a manuscript auction which attracted

one did Especially did-the pre» of 
Europe and of America devote column

a^ory'* because of the extraordinary 
sum which the sale of the manuscript 
fetched Dr Rosenbach. paid •77,000 
only, after the representative of the 
British Museum had dropped out of 
the bidding with •72.000 os his top 
bid. The amount paid by the Ameri¬ 
can collector is the highest on record 
for a manuscript The very first bid 
to greet the query of the auctioneer 
was •25.000. but thft was immediately 
and electrically raised to $50,000 when 
Mr. Majors entered the com petition 
Mr. Magga and Dr Rosenbach fought. 
It out together on the historic floor 
of Sotheby's, after Mr Drlng. a repre¬

Annual Warfare Against Red Dragon of the Woods Is 
About to Commence . ■ - 


Learning to Speak Clearly and "Slowly Is a Habit That 
Many Neglect Until Too Late to Change 


Like quiet sentinels on the moun¬ 
tainside. the lookout posts of the 
Provincial Porest Service range 
throughout the length and breadth of 
British Columbia wherever settlements 
may be endangered by the spreading 
of forest fires These posts are oc¬ 
cupied by men whose duty It Is. in the 
warm-weather months of the year.-to 
keep watch and ward over large areas 
of wooded country. 

The lookouts are in touch by wire¬ 
less or by telephone with the head¬ 
quarters of forest rangers, atid the 
rangers. In turn, patrol a wide beat by 
car. boat and on foot. This system, 
which Is spread like a network all 
through the wooded sections of the 
Province. Is akin to the fine lines 
of a spider's web. 

The shaking of one thread of a web 
will send a signal to the headquarters, 
where the spider keeps watch and ward 
over his domain Similarly, an out¬ 
break of fire In any part of the Prov¬ 
ince la reported without loas of time 
to the central control of the forest fire 


spends a great deal of time and thought 
each year in educating the public in 
a wise and cautious use of fire tn the 
woods. - 

The instructions issued each year are 
put up in the form of a. little book¬ 
let. which may be had on application 
to any forest ranger and at any of¬ 
fice of the Provincial Police. It tells 
of now to go about preparing a camp 
fire so that it will do Its duty and 
not expand into dangerotn proportions. 

The first point. It la stated, is to 
take care of the choice of a site for 
the fire. This should be in 
away from trees, overhanging branches 
and underbrush, and so located that 
the wind will not drive sparks Into 
the drying woods. The ground, usually 
covered by a closely-woven carpet of 
moss and pine needles, twigs, etc., 
should be scraped away to a distance of 
several feet on all aides of the fire, 
and the embers should be confined be¬ 
tween large atohea wherever possible.
